Every  Annual  Subscriber  of  one  pound  {£,1 )  shall  be  entitled 
to  recommend  one  patient  yearly  and  have  one  vote  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  and  be  entitled  to  recommend  one  patient  for 
every  pound  (^i)  subscribed  and  shall  have  one  vote  for  every 
ten  pounds  (£io)  in  addition  to  the  first  (^i). 

A  Donor  of  twenty-five  pounds  (^25)  to  be  called  a  “  Life 
Donor”  shall  be  entitled  to  recommend  one  patient  annually  and 
shall  have  one  vote  fer  life  and  so  on  in  like  proportion. 

In  order  to  obtain  admission  a  patient  must  first  obtain  a 
recommendation  from  a  Life  Donor,  Subscriber  or  Donor. 

Terms  of  Admission— During  the  present  emergency  the 
normal  terms  are  suspended  and  would-be  patients  are  asked 
to  state  what  weekly  contribution  they  are  prepared  to  make.
